mentioned 
the fact that such informal meetings 
furnished the only 
opportunity 
for 
lawyers and judges to know 
one an­ 
other better. 
He quoted the incident 
of Judge Sheppard of Poplar 
Bluff, 
who during a trial in Circuit 
Court, 
was tired upon by a 
defendant. 
The 
speaker regretted 
that not more 
of 
the honorable gentlemen of the bench 
could not be present at the 
meeting 
“ so that they might learn 
what was 
in store for them.” 
R. L. Ward, President of 
the Mis­ 
souri Bar Association, also acted 
as 
toastm aster at the banquet meeting, 
and told of the work of that organi­ 
zation 
in 
the 
State. 
Toastmaster 
Ward took exception to the placement 
of the only “flower" of the banquet by 
the side of 
certain 
members of the 
committee on arrangements. 
Dean William (1. Hale, head of the 
School of Law at Washington Univer­ 
sity, St. Louis, spoke on “Some Mod­ 
em Challenges to the Law and Some 
Methods 
of 
Meeting 
Them", being 
the principal talk of the meeting. The 
s|>eakei told his hearers that the law 
profession was fully 150 years behind 
that of medicine, in keeping up with 
the progress of the times. 
He 
cited 
the origin of 
the 
English 
common 
law on notes, making comparison be­ 
tween conditions in that 
country 
in 
this with relation to the laws delays, 
slow action on judgments and back 
ward- lawyers. 
At that time, he said, 
merchants and business men organis­ 
ed their own 
courts 
of 
arbitration 
and ignored the courts 
and lawyers- 
altogether. 
Such a condition, he in 
dicated, might possibly arise in this 
country at this time unless 
certain 
changes in procedure were made. He 
asked hi* hearers to work toward the 
application of modern principles 
of 
administration 
of 
law 
to

problems, to modernize business 
re 
quricments, and 
to 
better 
educate 
lawyers. 
He pointed out 
also 
that 
the public he better informed of

laws demands, saying that violations 
as a lulc, arise from ignorance aris­ 
ing out of inadequate information by 
the public, and not from willful dis 
obedience of law.

University and now Mississippi Coun­ 
ty Farm Agent, opened the morning 
session with 
a talk 
on "Lime 
and 
Legumes". Mr. Teal stressed the im­ 
portance of soybeans for feeding pur- 
poss esepecially for dairy cattle. 
He 
also mentioned the building up values 
of sweet clover and soybeans on the 
land. 
A. J. Renner, Scott County 
Farm 
Agent, spoke first on 
the 
afternoon 
program, his subject being “ Poultry". 
He used lantern slides 
to 
illustrate 
the points in his talk on 
the 
essen- 
lials of raising baby chicks. 
Renner 
told his audience that this was the 
time to hatch heavy breeds—before 
April 1. 
Lighter 
breeds, 
he 
said, 
could be hatched 
by 
April 15. 
The 
other “essentials" of his 
plan 
are: 


1. 
raise* on fresh, clean ground using 
a movable brooder. 
2. Feed a balanc­ 
ed ration, consisting of cracked yel­ 
low corn and 
mash. 
The 
latter, he 
indciated could 
he 
mixed 
at home 
from the following formula: "0 parts 
bran, 30 parts shorts. 30 parts crack­ 
'd yellow corn, 25 parts dried butter­ 
milk. 5 pounds bone meal 
and 1 
lb. 
salt. 
Mr. Renner made a point of feed­ 
ing 
the 
chicks, 
saying 
that if his 
Missouri Plan” is strictly followed, 
it is possible to raise fryers in eight 
weeks. “ Do not feed chirks at all for 
the first 60 to 70 hours, he said, then 
give them all the cracked corn 
they 
will cat in 
twenty 
minutes. 
Seven 
hours later feed them all the 
mash 
they will eat in 2d minutes, and al­ 
ternate in this way every seven hours 
until the 
chicks 
are 
from 8 to 10 
days. 
After that, feed grain in the 
morning, keep mash before them eon- 
tantly and again feed grain in 
the 
evening. 
3. 
Brood each hatch separately, so 
that you will have a uniform flock at 
the end of the season. 
4. 
Separate 
the cockerels from the 
pullets 
and 
sell the male birds to help pay 
ex­ 
p e n s e s on the 
layers. 
5. 
Renner 
made another point of keeping a con­ 
tent temperature of 08 degrees 
in 
the brooder house during the first ten 
days. 
"Use a thermometer", he said, 
and hang it two inches 
from 
the 
floor and three or four 
inches from 
the hover." 
The speaker cited 
tin* 
instance of Mrs. .Joe Pfeflferkorn 
of 
Oran, who in following the Missouri 
Plan, raised the average egg produc­ 
tion of her flock from 11 
to 
nearly 
25 per hen. 
Dr. John H. Gehrs, dairy specialist 
at the Southeast Missouri Teachers’ 


C o l l e g e at Cape Girardeau, chose as 
his subject “ Better Sires For Your 
Dairy Herd”. 
The speaker told his audience that 
the easiest, safest and best way 
to 
improve a dairy herd is by the use 
of good sires”, 
and 
backed 
up his 
statements with 
statistics 
on 
im­ 
provement in the 
second 
and third 
generation. 
Dairying, he said, is an 
occupation which can well he carried 
on in connection with regular farm 
work. 
It 
protects 
the soil, 
gives 
constant employment, it is safe and 
staple and there is a constant demand 
for dairy products which 
will turn 
labor to constant, steady profit. 
Finest Liehn, a native of Denmark, 
and specialist at the State Universi­ 
ty of Iowa, on feeding 
young dairy 
stock, spoke on 
this 
subject. 
His 
hearers at first found some difficulty 
in following his remarks, 
hut 
they 
soon learned that he knew his 
sub­ 
ject. and that he was full 
of experi­ 
ence. 
Mr. Liehn said that 
it take 
600 pounds of corn if fed 
alone 
to 
produce 100 pounds of pork. It would 
take exactly half as 
much 
corn 
if 
sweet skimmed milk is fed along. 
The breaking strength of hones in

February 21. —Pay­ 
ment of $9000 on the city hall debt, 
! making a total of * >1,000 retired on 
¡the $67,000 obligation, has been 
an 
1 nouneed by George Sandefur, general 
manager of the Municipal water and 
light plant 
The electric plant has been retir­ 
ing the city debt at the rate of $9000 
a month for the last 
three 
months, 
an accumulated reserve over the last 
year makes this possible, 
according 
to Sandefur. 
The construction of the City 
Hall 
was financed with 
$67,000 of 
war 
lants, to he paid out of the 
electric 
plant’s earnings over an 
eight-year 
period. 
The plant has 
paid 
76 per 
cent of the debt in 22 per cent of the 
time alloted. 
The city hall was finished in 1927 
at a cost of approximately 
$85,000, 
part of which the city paid in cash. 
The 
balance, 
including 
interest, 


amounted to $67,000, and was borrow 
ed from Hope banks. 
The w arrants in the sum of $1000 
each were to be retired at the rate of 
about $8500 a year 
for 
eight yeras 
However, the city has paid off $51,- 
000 in one year and nine months, cut­ 
ting interest charges. 
The total re­ 
maining debt is only $16,000. 
Sandefur asserts the plant also has 
furnished $18,000 
of 
electricity 
to 
the city for schools and streets. 
The municipal plant has practical­ 
ly new 
machinery 
installed 
from 
earnings since 1922. 


A study of costs of operating trac­ 
tors on 175 New York f a r m s , 
made 
bv an extension worker of the U. 
S. 
Department of Agriculture, 
showed 
that it cost, on the average, 86.7c an 
our to operate a tractor, not includ­

On

I he 
way is usually paved for them by the 
lack of ad eq u ate sanitation, improper 
housing facilities, incorrect feeding, 
failure to cull out 
weaklings,

w eakening effect of parasites, or

some other form of neglect. Healthy, 
robust fowls, properly fed and housed 
in sanitary 
surroundings, 
will

most always throw off the germ s of 
disease.

this sounds like work and it is.

As the inroads of this deadly dis 
ease have been known to wipe out as 
high as 95 per cent of a flock, every 
owner of a poultry flock should learn 
to recognize the sym ptom s.

F irst sym ptom s are a watery

discharge,

This discharge gradually

comes thicker, causing painful swell­ 
ings below or in the eye which often 
destroy it.

F R A Z IE R T E L L S FA R M ER S 
1IOW TO M A K E 
A R TIFIC IA L 
M A N U R E FROM STR A W 8TA C K S 


L. N. F razier, 
representative 
of 
the Oliver Chilled Plow Works, who 
supervised a display o f farm m achin­ 
ery and an educational program at 
Russell B rothers S atu rd ay , told 
his 
audience how to co n v ert strawstacks 
into artificial manure. 
“One of the problem s that is facing 
the A m erican farm er today, 
is 
the 
production of a ch eap e r fertilizer. To 
the men who are raisin g small grain, 
they have a source 
o f 
supply, that 
ha-; heretofore, been burned, because 
we had no m ethod of getting it 
into 
shape for distribution in any reason­ 
able time, so had to b u m it, or let an 
acre of valuable land lay idle for two 
to three y ears, before the straw wa< 
decomposed, to the point, 
where 
it 
could be spread on th e land. 
In a s«*ries of 
experim ents 
that 
have been conducted over 
a 
space, 
there has been found a way in which 
these 
straw 
stacks 
may 
be made 
ready to spread on th e land, the same 
y ear threshed, thus saving 
the land 
that would lay idle, and also g etting 
the benefit of the 
fertilizer *>n 
the 
following crop. 
In these ex p erim en ts, it has been 
found that w ith a chemical m ixture 
of 45 per cent am onium sulphate. 40 
per cent finely ground limestone, and 
15 p«*r cent acid phosphate, 
to 
the 
hundred pounds, m ak es 
a 
mixture, 
that when applied to the straw, will 
cause it to be decomposed, so as to 
be available by N ovem ber or Decem­ 
ber of the sam e y ear threshed. 
This is put into the stack by means 
ot a shakei set on top of the se p ara­ 
tor. driven by a belt from the shaker 
shaft, and w ate r by m eans of a fish­ 
tail nozzle, m ounted a t the end 
of 
the blower pipe. 
The How of both w a te r and chem i­ 
cals was adjusted so th a t 150 pounds 
of the chem ical m ix tu re was 
added 
to each ton of stiaw ’, and the straw 
would retain w ithout loss. 
The w eight of the straw threshed 
per bushel of grain, w a s determined, 
by su b stractin g from the weight of 
a load of sheaves, th e weight of the 
g rain contained and dividing the dif­ 
ference by the nu m b er of bushels. 
A nother pile was used also, using 
the chem icals dry, b u t not piling the 
straw over six feet high, as 
th a t 
is 
about as high as the avreage rainfall 
will care for. 
It has been found th a t manure pro­ 
duced in this m anner an d spread with 
a m anure spreader, on the fall crop 
of wheat, will 
keep 
down a 
large 
am ount of freezing out of wheat 
in 
the winter, also prev en t blowing on 
the more sandy ground, as we have 
north and east of us here at 
Sikes­ 
ton”.

a letter 
containing the charges are tiled with 
the head of the departm ent and

If our people can make good some 
place else, th e re i- som ething radi­ 
cally w rong w ith existing conditions 
here. Unless o th e r factories are con­ 
ducted on a m ore business-like 
and 
more humane plan,

In an attem p t to learn both sides 
of the factory situation, one of which 
wa^ outlined in a letter to the Editor, 
M anager W. L. H u ters w as interview ­ 
ed. 
In speaking of hiring and firing 
promiscously, he said:

foolish for any facto ry m an ag er 
to 
train m«jn for the questional pleas­ 
ure of being able to fire them. Labor 
turnover is a big item, and the firing 
of any man is done only to m aintain 
the efficiency of th e plant. 
“ W henever we do find it necessary 
to lay a man off work, a 
report 
of 
the transaction is kept on 
tile 
here 
and another is sent to the main office 
in St. Louis. 
“ We determined by an actual poll 
of w orkers in the factory that 93 per 
cent of the em ployes are local peo­ 
ple. 
We have been forced”, he said, 
“to go out of town for a sm all 
per­ 
centage of female help, and th a t was 
because they w ere not available n ear­ 
er home. 
Just 7 per cent of ou r em ­ 
ployes live out of town 
and 
drive 
back and forth, b u t 
m any 
of them 
w ere originally residents of the city, 
and have since moved a w a y - why

bering 42, thirty-six are girls and six 
are heads of families.

The city hall was finished in 1927 
at a cost of

“The best way to cure roup”, sage 
ly remarked an old tinici in the poul­ 
try game, “ is never to have it". That 
may sound like a very weak attempt 
to be funny, but it is gospel 
truth. 
Contagious diseases sic h ¡i' roup 
do 
not fall willy nilly from the heavens 
on some whimsical freak of fate. The 
way ie usually paved for them by the 
aek of adequate sanitation, impropet 
housing facilities, incorrect feeding, 
failure to cull out 
weaklings, 
the 
weakening effect of parasites, or 
by 
ome other form of neglect. Healthy, 
robust fowls, properly fed and housed 
in sanitary 
surroundings, 
will 
al­ 
most always throw off the germs of 
disease. 
Even when 
they 
do 
not, 
however, their rugged 
constitutions 
make the success of treatment prac­ 
tically certain. 
Acting on the idea of prevention as 
the best cure for roup. I never 
add 
new fowls to my 
flock 
until 
they 
have been kept in quarantine 
from 
two to three weeks. 
Even 
if it 
is 
practically sure that the birds 
come 
from an uninfected flock, 
this is 
a 
wise 
precaution. 
They 
might 
be 
a lly in g the g erm s of infection which 
would m ature later 
with 
disastrous 
results. 
If this should happen before 
they are added to the flock they can 
be destroyed or treated as the case 
may 
demand 
without 
danger 
of 
preading the disease. 


Watch voung and 
delicate 
birds 
very closely as they are most suscep­ 
tible to the deadly roup germs. The 
same is true of fowls suffering from 
common cold or catarrh. Tim throat 
and nasal passages, 
being 
already 
sore and inflamed, are easily infected. 
Sick birds, no matter what the ail­ 
ment. 
should 
always 
be 
isolated. 
They can be much more 
effectively 
treated when away from the 
flock 
and they 
cannot 
contaminate 
the 
healthier ones if the disease 
should 
prove to he contagious. 


Should any of your flock begin to 
show symptoms

no time 
should be lost in sta rting measures 
to prevent further spread. 
All hou 
es, pens, coops and runs should

thoroughly «leaned and sprayed with 
a strong solution of a g«*o«l coal 
tar 
dip 
and 
disinfectant. 
Droppings. I 
litter and trash of every fb*scripti«>n 
should he removed and burned. 
Ml 
unnecessary equipment of every kind 
should be remove«! from hous«*s 
and 
yards. 
Every 
piece 
of

for supplying food and water should 
b<* 
scrubbed 
and 
disinfected.

this sounds like work an«l it is, 
but 
the saving is decidedly

As the inioads of this d«*adly dis 
*se have been known to wipe out as 
bigb as 95 per c«*nt of a flock, every 
owner of a poultry flock shoubl learn 
to recognize the symptoms. 
At first 
th«*y are much like those of a simple 
old or catarrh, but more fever, dull­ 
ness. prostration an«l loss of appetite. 
First symptoms are a watery 
nasal 
lischarge, 
«lifficult 
breathing 
with 
wheeze sound and constant 
shaking

charge from th** nose becomes thiik 
r and gives off a 
characteristic <d‘ 
tensive odor.

One of the head b o sses 
is paying 
for a home, the job is secure. 
Em ­ 
ployees are afraid to buy on account

bad to sell at a lo*s. sometimes to go 
somewhere else or to liv«* while

we had no method of getting it

shape for distribution in any reason 
able time, so had to bum it, or let an 
acre of valuable land lay idle for tw« 
to three years, before the straw wa* 
decomposed, to the point, 
where 
it 
could b«* spread on the land. 
In a series of 
experiments 
that 
have !»t*cn conducted over 
a 
space 
th<*ie has been found a way in which 
these 
straw 
stacks 
may 
be made 
ready to spread on the land, the same 
year threshed, thus saving 
the land 
that would lay idle, and also getting 
the benefit of the 
fertilizer on 
the 
following crop. 
In these experiments, it has been 
found that with a chemical mixture 
of 45 per cent amonium sulphate. 40 
per cent finely ground limestone, and 
15 per cent acid phosphate, 
to 
the 
hundred pounds, makes 
a 
mixture, 
that when applied to the straw, will 
cause it to he decomposed, so as to 
be available by November or Decem­ 
ber of the same year threshe«!. 
1 his is put into the stack by means 
°f a shaker set on top of the separa­ 
tor. driven by a l*elt from the shaker 
shaft, ami water by means of a fish­ 
tail nozzle, mounted at the end 
of 
the blower pipe. 
The How of both water and chemi­ 
cals was adjusted so that 150 pounds

“ Whenever we <lo find it necessary 
to lay a man off work, a 
report 
of 
the transaction is kept on

here 
and another i> sent to the main office 
in St. Louis. 
“ We determined by an actual poll 
of workers in the factory that i>3 per 
cent of th<* employes are local peo­ 
ple. 
We have been forced", he said, 
“to go out of town for a small 
per­ 
centage of female help, and that was 
because they were not available near­ 
er home. 
Just 7 per cent of our em­ 
ployes live out of town 
and 
drive 
back and forth, but 
many 
of them 
were originally residents of the city, 
and have since move«! aw ay—why

Of this 7 per cent, num­ 
bering 42. thirty-six are girls and six 
are heads of families. 
“ In hiring
